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Legislative Reapportionment— 


In order that our readers may more clearly understand 


the intent and purpose of the proposed amendment to the 
reapportionment provision of the state constitution as out- 
lined by the agricultural interests of California, we here 
give the full text of same: 


Section 6 of article IV of the constitution of the state 


of California is hereby amended to read as follows: 


Section 6. For the purpose of choosing members of the 


legislature, the state shall he divided into 40 senatorial and 
80 assembly districts. Such districts shall be composed of 
contiguous territory, and assembly districts shall be as 
nearly equal in population as may be. Each senatorial dis- 
trict shall choose one senator and each assembly district 
shall choose one member of assembly. The senatorial dis- 
tricts shall be numbered from one to -±0, inclusive, in nu- 
merical order, and the assembly districts shall be numbered 
from one to 80 in the same order, commencing at the north- 
ern boundary of the state and ending at the southern 
boundary thereof. In the formation as assembly districts 
no county, or city and county, shall be divided, unless it 
contains sufficient population within itself to form two or 
more districts, and in the formation of senatorial districts 
no county or city and county shall be divided, nor shall a 
part of any county, or of any city and county, be united 
with any other county, or city and county, in forming any 
assembly or senatorial district. The census taken under 
the direction of the congress of the United States in the 
year 1920, and every ten years thereafter, shall be the basis 
of fixing and adjusting the legislative districts; and the 
legislature shall, at its first regular session following the 
adoption of this section and thereafter at the first regular 
session following each decennial federal census, adjust such 
districts, and reapportion the representation so as to pre- 
serve the assembly districts as nearly equal in population 
as may be; but, in the formation of senatorial districts no 
county or city and county shall contain more than one sen- 


, atorial district, and the counties of small population shall 


^^iJegrouped 111 districts of not to exceed tnree counties In 


any one district; provided, however, that should the legis- 
lature at the first regular session following the adoption 
of this section or at the first regular session following and 
decennial federal census fail to reapportion the assembly

which is hereby created, consisting'of the lieutenant gov- 
ernor, who shall be chairman, and the attorney general, 
surveyor general, secretary of state, and state superintend- 
ent of public instruction, shall forthwith apportion such 
districts in accordance with the provisions of this section 
and such apportionment of said districts shall be imme- 
diately effective the same as if the acl of said reapportion- 
ment commission were an act of the legislature, subject, 
however, to the same provisions of referendum as apply 
to the acts of the legislature. 


Each subsequent reapportionment shall carry out these 


provisions and shall be based upon the last preceding fed- 
eral census. But in making Such adjustment no persons who 
are not eligible to become citizens of the United States, 
under the naturalization laws, shall be counted as forming 
a part of the population of any "district. Until such dis- 
tricting as herein provided for shall 'be made, senators and 
assemblymen shall be elected by the districts according to 
the apportionment now provided for by law.

Astounding Registration Figures— 


Is Los Angeles county going to select the governor as 


well as all other state officers? According to "The Watch- 
man" writing in the Times there are to date 602,000 voters 
registered in Los Angeles county, or more than one-third 
of all the votes in the state. With the other Southern Cali- 
fornia counties more than 60 per cent of the votes of the 
state will be cast at the coming primary.. 


The amazing part of the story is the growth of Los 


Angeles county. Four years ago there were 429,801 voters 
registered in this county. This represents an increase of 
about fifty per cent in four years, and a full hundred per 
cent over the registration of eight years ago. The registra- 
tion shows that nearly 400,000 are registered as Republi- 
cans ; Democrats, 125,000; nonpartisans* about 80,000, Pro- 
hibitionists about 11,000, and Socialists about 6,350. 


This shows conclusively that Los Angeles county is the 


metropolis of the state. It shows, too, that right here will 
be settled largely the results of the coming election.

Of The Covina 


Public Library 


At the annual meeting of the Co- 


vina public library, held Thursday, 
July 8, D. F. Stafford was elected 
president, B. S. Millikan vice-presi- 
dent, and Mrs. H. M. Faulder secre- 
tary. 


The annual report of tuc secretary 


and librarian was received: 


Receipts to the general fund from 


city taxes were $3086.15, which add- 
ed to last year's balance of $645.38, 
made $4331.53. Disbursements for 
nil purposes amounted to $3084.86, 
which leaves a balance of $1246.67 
in this fund. The desk account was 
responsible for netting $371.50, and 
after paying 303.95 for 244 books, a 
balance of $67.64 remains in this 
fund. 


There arc now shelved at the li- 


brary 11,590 volumes, n gain for the 
year of 445. Ninety-six periodicals 
and eleven newspapers are received 
regularly. 


Over three hundred new members 


have registered the last year. Re- 
registration is now under way, and 
Dorrowers' cards which have not 
seen used for two years are with- 
drawn. The present estimated mem- 
bership is about sixteen hundred. 


The total number of books loaned 


For home use was 33,888, an increase 
over last year of 1311. 


Twenty-nine hundred and twenty 


books have been repaired. 


The' library has been open to the 


public, for reading and borrowing 
books, 306 days. It is open seven 
hours on all week days, with the ex- 
eption of the twelve- legal holidays. 
Since November it has not been op- 
en on Sundays, owing to the exceed- 
ingly small use made of it. •

Final action by the interior and 


agriculture departments on the ap- 
plication of the Los Angeles county 
flood control district for permit to 
build a flood-control dam at the 
Forks in San .Gabriel canyon and a 
construction railroad to the damsite 
will be deferred until tli3 end of 
this^week or the first of next. Act- 
ing Secretary of. the Interior Finney 
has decided not to act on this ques- 
tion, but to hold the papers until 
Secretary Work returns to Washing- 
ton, inasmuch as the secretary him- 
self ordered the hearing and has had 
charge of the ease since Pa'adena 
entered protest. Secretary Work is 
scheduled to reach Washington to- 
day (Friday) from the west. 


City Attorney Howard of Pasacle 


na followed his brief to Washington 
and spent several days running from 
the land office to the interior depart- 
ment, the forest service and the de- 
partment of agriculture, putting up 
a 
plea 
that 
neither 
department 


should act at this time on the appli- 
cations, but should refer the report 
to the government board, that they 
may review the engineering features 
of the two proposed dams, and sub- 
mit still another report for the 'con- 
sideration of the two cabinet offi- 
cers. 


There is no likelihood whatever 


that this appeal will be heeded, for 
the San Gabriel controversy has been 
investigated far more carefully than 
any similar case presented to the de- 
partments, and there are ample facts 
of record on which to base a decis- 
ion.
